Jb’apklns  are  to  be  similarly  treated  and 
should  never  have  their  first  Ironing  when 
folded  together,  but  should  bo  gone  over 
singly,  then  folded  as  directed  for  the  ta¬ 
blecloth  The  dollies,  trayolptha,  serving 
cloths  and  other  extra  plecca  that 
braldored  or  dcooratod  should  have  careful 
Ironing,  being  careful  not  to  have  the  Iron 
too  hot  where  colored  silks  are  usod.  Aud 
all  om broidery  should  be  carefully  pressed 
on  the  wrong  side,  with  soft  thick  flannel 
underneath  to  bring  out  the  beauties  of 
tho  pattern.
